Absence of Both Members 
for Calgary From House 

in View of Disquieting 
Rumors Existing 


Two little sensations marked the 
opening of the legislature this morn- 
ing, 

Attention of the house was drawn 
by W. I. Puffer, to the fact that W. 
Ht. Cushing, senior member for Cal- 

gary, had absemted himself from the 
house, in the face of disquieting rum- 
ors that were abroad concerning him. 
Attention was also drawn to the fact 
that Bennett, junior member for Cal- 
gary, was also out of his seat, in the 
tace of other disquieting rumors that 
connected his name with a sum of 
money received trom certain members 
of the legislature for services per- 
formed during the royal investigation 
into the W aterways. 

In order to give himself the oppor- 
tunity of speaking, Mr. Pufier moved 
the adjournment of ‘the house, and 
then proceeded to: bring the matter 
to the attention of the house, 

Calgary, he said, had claimed over 
one-tenth of the population of the 
province, and yet, today, the closing 
day, that city had no representatives 
in the house. In the face of the dis- 
quicting rumors concerning him, Mr. 
Vuffer wondered at the absence of the 
senior member for Calgary. He also 
wondered at the absence of the junior 
member, in the face of disquicting 
rumors that had = arisen concerning 
him within the last few hours. He 
understood that certain other mem- 
bers of the house were considerably 
incensed and dissatisfied with the con- 
duct of the junior member for Cal- 
gary, in leading them into an unfor- 
tunate position, and having become 
counsel for them, in consideration of 
certain sums. tle considered that 
Bennett should be in the house. 

«What Puffer was referring tp, al- 
though he made no direct statement, 
was the rumor that Bennett had sent 
in his, bill to the sixteen insurgents c£ 
the house whom he represented “be- 
fore the commission, and that bill had 
amounted to something like $6,000, 
and that the sixteen members had 
been required to pay all the way from 
$ivu to $700 apiece, It is even said 
that Bennett cut $1,500 off his bill, 
on protest raised by the sixteen mem- 
bers.

HLoadley detended Bennett by say- 
ing that although he did not under- 
stand the Christmas puzzle that the 
memher for Lacombe had given them 
to solve, he did not see what there 
was extraordinary about Bennett 
leaving in time to get home to visit 
his mother in castern Canada over 
Christmas. 

Boyle said this was the first time 
he had known certain’ members ‘o 
shed tears over the fact of other per- 
sons losing money. He hoped they, 
would lose no sleep over it.

TENANT’S FRANCHISE 


This Amendment -To City 
Charter Finally Passed 
by Legislature 
Yesterday 


Edmonton now has the tenant's 
franchise, as originally proposed by 
Hon. C. W. Cross, and without any of 
the conditions which the city council 
would like to have imposed, in ac- 
cordance with the resolution they 
passed at the council meeting on 
Tuesday night. 

Mr. Cross succeeded in gaining 
the support of the legislature yester- 
day afternoon in finally passing his 
original amendment. It provides a 
vote for any resident who has lived 
in the city for one month before the 
ist day of September, which practi- 
cally means four months. before muni- 
cipal election day Such resident, 
however, will not vote on money by- 
laws. 

The amendment as proposed by the 
council which was supported by John 
A. McDougall, and was eventually 
thrown out of committee yesterday, 
provided that the voter should be 
a resident from the first of January, 
and should pay at least $10 per month 
rent, 

A long discussion took place over 
the question, which ended in Mr. 
Cross’ original amendment being car- 
ried, Myr. Cross had inserted the 
amendment last week, and the bill had 
passed the committee of the whole 
but on protest from the city council, 
Mr. Cross had consented to have the 
bill held over until after ‘Tuesday's 
council meeting. 

Supporting his amendment, Mr. 
Cross said that previously no tenant 
in Edmonton had the opportunity of 
voting, and he thought this was en- 
tirely wrong and should be remedied. 
Tenants in Edmonton were governed 
by regulations passed by the city 
council, and he thought they should 
have an opportunity of assisting to 
elect that council. 

Geo. P. Smith, as chairman of the 
municipal comittee, before whom the 
city council had appeared, set before 
the house the views of the city council 
in the matter, but made no comment 
on the question. 

Frank Walker supported the Cross 
amendment saying that tenants who 
paid light, water and telephone rates 
should have some say in the election 
of a council,

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John A, McDougall opposed the or- 
iginal amendinent on/’the ground that 
the term of residence was not long 
enough, and he also objected to lodsr- 
ers and roomers being allowed to vote. 
Dr. Rutherford thought the term of 
residence should be six months Chas. 
Stewart also considered the term too 
short. 

Mr. Cross explained that his clause 
was taken from the general munici- 
pal act which had been proposed last 
session but had not yet been brought 
down. 

Premier Sifton said that he saw no 
harm in including the Cross amend- 
ment as before there were general 
municipal elections again, the house 
would again be in session and dis- 
cussing a general municipal act. 

I. M. Michener was opposed to the 
Cross amendment and said he did not 
think it was right that the legislature 
should go contrary to the wishes of 
the city council, who represented the 
people of Idmonton, He thought 
that it was not fair play that this 
amendment should have been first in- 
troduced without the council being 
given a hearing. 

Mr. Cross pointed out that he was 


a enibeE representing the city of 


\ Edmonton, and that any member had 


a right to introduce an amendment, 
notwithstanding what the wishes of 
the city council might be. 

Mr. Boyle asked Mr. Michener if he 
really meant that the city council 
represented the people of the city. 

Malcolm McKenzie: “That's just 
what they don’t. In the six sessions 
1 have been here, it has been my ex- 
perience that when city councils came 
down and asked for anything, it was 
a very good reason why they should 
not get it.” 

Mr. Cross said that Hdmonton was 
a public ownership city, and for that 
very reason, tenants who paid rates 
on public utilities should be allowed 
to vote. He knew tenants that paid 
$50 rent and paid rates; but had no 
right to vote 

Premier Sifton said that he knew of 
one council that came to the legisla- 
ture with 17 amendments, 13 of which 
were already im their charter and they 
didn’t know it. 

O’Brien spoke in favor of the Cross 
amendment and: said if he had his way 
he would make the term of residence 
tten days. He said he thought that 
a tenant of the city had more right 
to a vote than a property holder who 
lived in Hong Kong and voted by 
proxy. The working people had al- 
ways been referred to as the back- 
bone of a country. There were about 
5000 voters in Edmonton and over 
1000 of these were non-residents. He

Depend on Proper Respiration.

If girls could be made to realize the 
3] eflects on both health and looks of 
bad breathing, they would instantly 
strive to acquire the habit of breath- 
ing correctly. Jt is difficult to over- | 


ing does. 

Nhe girl who breathes through ‘her 
mouth doubtless considers that she 
has merely formed a bad habit. She 
gives it no more serious thought than 
zo hope she does not snore! But it 
is a habit that( if continued, will sure- 
ly lead to disease. Not only does it 
Dring upon one the annoyance of a 
dry, irrifated throat, it also plays 
havoc with one’s looks, and if girls 
cannot be made to realize its dangers 
in regard to health, they may perhaps 
be persuaded to see its harmful effect 
upon beauty. 

The girl who is a habitual) mouth- 
breather is prone to have a sallow, 
leaden complexion, eyes that lack Ius- 
ter, skin that is heavy and rough 
wrinkles and nerves, not to mention 
a brain that ds insufficiently nourished. 
The digestive organs, the lungs, the 
muscles, the heart, and the skin are all 
bound to suffer from he effect of bad} 
breathing. It is said that even one’s 
teeth are damaged by it. Why, asks 
the girl who has a passion for reason- 
ing, should so many ills result from 
one poor little habit, bad thought it is? 

Because to breathe properly is one 
of the most important functions we 
have to perform. If we fail in this 
then the entire body suffers in conse- 
quence. The whole of respirations is 
not contained in the mere taking of 
air into the tungs and then breathing it 
out again. 

Once the air.reaches the lungs the 
oxygen is distributed through — their 
lining and taken up by the blood, 
which carries this life giving food to 
every cell in the body, Then all im- 
purities are thrown off in the expired 
air - Since the nose is to the fungis 
what the mouth is to the stomach it 
is only wise to acquire the habit of 
taking several meals of fresh air a day 
Try breathing deeply and see how 
quickly ‘you will feel the stimulation 
of it. ‘If dizziness or fatigue results 
from it practice it less vigorously 
until you can expand the chest to the 
utmost :capacity without discomfort. 

If every girl would acquire the habit 
of good breathing she will soon see 
its beneficial effect in better looks and 
better health. One has only to give it 
a little thought and a few minutes of 
time every day. It can be done while 
one is walking, or after’one has gone 
to bed at night, or just before retir- 
ing, when one is letting the fresh air in 
for the night. Stand erect with 
mouth closed and inhale slowly the 
fresh air; then with equal slowness ex- 
hale it. ‘Many people do this too rap- 
idly”) The only truly good result is ob- 
tained when it is done with the ut- 
most slowness. 


Surely when one considers the im- 
proved looks and better health that 
good breathing brings to one this sim- 
ple habit, -so pregnant with importance 
to all of us, seems worth acquiring. 
Neglect it, ‘and the sagging jaw, with 
its vacant expression, will take up its 
abode with you, bringing with it a 


‘heavy skin, impaired digestion and 


shattered nerves. 


SYSTEM HELPS IN MOVING 


Reasonable Care in Packing Will Re- 
sult in Fewer: Breakages 

If you must fold your tents like the 
Arabs and as silently steal away to a 
new house and home, why: not do it 
correctly? The right way to move is 
just as easily followed as the wrong, 
the disastrous results of broken china, 
ruined furniture and lost, strayed or 
stolen articles are for careless movers 
only, Probably the key ‘to suscess in 
the ordeal that every being encounters 
is the little word “system.” Follow a 
plan, and what you cannot keep in 
your head put down in a notebook or 
on the boxes that hold the different 
things. 

Finst of all a thorough cleaning: is 
necessary. If the dust and grime of 
weeks be removed before packing, 
much of the labor at the end of the 
journey can be obviated and comfort 
correspondingly increased. 

China should be packed in pares 
with the edge of each plate of saucer 
down You will recall that if you 
drop a plate and it strikes the floor on 
its edge it will net tbreak, Tit is whe 
same old principle of- the strength 
of the arch, which allows only a small 
portion to be struck at a time. Use 
plenty of excelsior or hay, and slip in 
layers of this between the china plates 
Glass should be given an additional 
Protection by a wrapping of tissue pa- 
per or cotton wadding and placed in 
boxes plainly marked to give a hint 


‘to the movers. 


Pictures must be protected at the 
corners by felt wads, This is easily 
done, and saves wooden and — gilt 
frames from ‘the battering of contact | 
with other furniture. Allow a little of 
the face of each picture to be seen. 
This will sound a warning to the one | 
who handles it, sometimes with an ap- 
palling lack of care. In general fol- 
low the scheme of the big stores, 
which have a very small percentage of 
breakages in delivering goods. Thin 
paper glued around excelsior makes 
excellent wrappings for flat parcels. 

‘Cut strips of leather from old shoes 
and sew them : for handles on ithe four 
corners ‘of your mattress. “Nhis. will 
dispense with ‘the clumsiness of and- 
ling the matress when turning it for 
the spring cleaning. Use flax whreat 
and a coarse needle and-sew on the 
extreme edges. 

(The leas of tables and chairs ree 
your attention. Cover with generous 
layers of newspapers—a great friend 
on moving day, by the way—and tie 
with coarse twine. Yes, of course, it 
takes time! Anything does shat is 
worth while.
